In the second place, it should be closely 
integrated with a bustling community, because 
the one thing that genuinely old persons need 
least of all is more loneliness — more aware­ 
ness of having outlived their contemporaries — 
of being the last leaf on the tree 
In the third place, old persons do not relish 
being shut away from the hustle-bustle of the 


everyday world in die company of others In 
the same situation unless the monotony of this 
stratified society is relieved by the sight and 
sound of younger people. 
n the fourth place, a Golden Age Village 
must avoid the impression of being a motel- 
style barracks for aged persons 
who 
in 
a 
former era were housed in barrack-type stru o 
tues supposedly made more attractive than 
they really were by calling them "cottages ’’ 
The idea of the ' villages,” as we recall the 
presentation away back there in 1962, was to 
get as many oldsters as possible out of "cot­ 
tages ’ and into ’villages.” No one can object 
to that. 
\ 
But it does no harm to remember that form­ 
erly the idea was to get 
more 
people 
into 
cottages 
and out of the * dormitories” that 
once housed people who had to be taken care 
of because time, first had slowed them down, 
then caught up to them 
Names can change faster 
sometimes 
than 
facts.

Hints are coming from official sources that 
next February, when McGeorge Bundy leaves 
his post as special assistant to President John 
aon 
on foreign 
affairs, 
there 
will be no 
successor 
If this means — with all due 
respect to Mr Bundy, who is 
a conscientious and able pub­ 
lic servant — that there is to 
« an end to the 
system of 
"an extra secretary of state' 
which has prevailed 
in this 
and 
preceding 
administra­ 
tions, then the development is 
a salutary one 
The American 
people are 
not generally aware of the risks that are in 
voived when an official, sitting at the side of 
the President, advocates a change in foreign 
policy which sometimes is in opposition to Die 
views expressed by the secretary of state and 
his asociate in the Department of State. Many 
a crucial decision has been made on the .s ¡ur 
of the moment by accepting Die advice of a 
special assistant who is permitted to exercise 
a direct influence on Die shaping of policy. 
During several administrations a more or les> 
prominent person has been interposed at the 
White House offices between the President and 
the secretary- of state. The late John Foster 
Dulles fought successlully against the idea, but 
some otoer secretaries ot state have not fared 
so well. 


EVEN AS FAR BACK as the administration 
of Woodrow Wilson, Col. Edward House always 
had direct access to the President and. in et 
feet, superseded the secretary of state by exert­ 
ing an influence on the negotiations before, dur 
mg and after the first World War. This has 
since been Die subject of many a crihcism by 
historians. 
Mr Bundy has been tactful and has pursued 
his delicate task without alienating the State 
Department, though now and then there have 
been murmurings of dissent. 
Tiie dilemma is not removed, however, by 
deciding not to replace Mr. Bundy. Maybe what 
is meant by Die rumors is that the new 
special 
assistant 
may not be of the stature of Mr. 
Bundy and would act more as a liaison man 
than as a policy maker. Even this is not a solu­ 
tion to the problem faced by a busy Pre,ident 
who must constantly be familiar with what’s 
going on not only in foreign but in domestic 
affairs. 


A secretary- of state himself, on the other 
hand, has a hard time keeping abreast of every 
phase of international affairs, including the eco­ 
nomic and military complications which arise 
in foreign relatons. 


IT’S FRL?E that toe sccretaT of treasury 
handles some of these matters, and so does Die 
secretary of defense 
The secretary ot state, 
however, heads up a vast department with sev­ 
eral important subdivisions and special com­ 
missions. 
The staff, for instance, presided 
over by the American ambassador to the United 
Nations is virtually a State Department in it­ 
self. 


A number of years ago this correspondent 
suggested that toe President of toe United States 
might consider establishing the executive offices 
in the building across the street from the Wtoite 
House originally used by three departments. 
The entire Cabinet could have offices there, 
too. They are appointees confirmed by the Sen­ 
ate. and they are given authority by congres­ 
sional 
statutes to perform 
certain functions 
under the direction of the President. Undersec­ 
retaries could then be named to act as general 
managers of each of toe executive departments 
spread toroughout toe national capital. 


A CABINET COUNCIL, however, next door to 
the President—constantly available to discuss 
all major problems with the chief executive— 
could safeguard the nation against toe perils of 
one-man government. 
Too much of Die President’s time is devoted 
to ceremonials. These could be handled by the 
vice president. But allowing a special assistant 
-— invisible to the public and not responsible 
directly to anyone but the President 
to make 
foreign policy does not carry out constitutional 
or statutory obligations. The lack of such co­ 
ordination can be in the future responsible for 
major errors in the conduct of Die foreign rela 
tions of toe United States.

Here's the Answer 


QUESTION: The double tubs 
in our basement 
occasionally 
get three or four inches of wa­ 
ter in them even when the tub 
faucets have not been turned 
on. I have tried using a chemi­ 
cal cleaner, running a 
wire 
snake” down the drain, using 
a rubber pluger and cleanig 
out the trap at the bottom of 
the tub. But no m atter what I 
do, the water just takes its 
own good time going down the 
drain, usually at the rate of an 
inch or so an hour We are con 
nected to a sewer. Can you tell 
rm what is wrong and how to 
¡correct it? 


ANSWER: Since the 
water 
collects In the tubs even when 
the tub faucets are not turned 
on. the chances that his wa- 
er 
is 
backing 
up 
from 
the 
main soil line. You are fortun­ 
ate that so far it has not backed 
up enough to spill over onto the 
basement floor, or even worse, 
backed 
up into the 
regular 
house line and 
overflowed 
a 
plumbing fixture on the ground 
floor. If you don’t get it fixed 
in a hurry, this is what inevit­ 
ably will occur. The backup is 
caused by a clogging within 
the main soil line, either the 
portion inside the house or that 
leading from the house to the 
sewer. In the latter case, the 
condition often is the result of 
tree roots that have worked 
their way through the seams 
into the pipe. In the former, it 
could be a long-time accumula­ 
tion of hardened grease or even 
some large obiect, such as a 
toy, that may have been thrown 
into the toilet bowl. 
Unless 
vou have the proper equipment 
or knowledge to do the job. and 
your local ordinances permit it, 
vou should get a plumber at 
once. He will open the soil line 
in the basement and attempt to 
unclog the pipe with an elec­ 
trical “snake” that has a pro- 
peller-like apparatus at the end 
of it.
